Applicant's arguments filed 05 June 2007 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. The Examiner respectfully disagrees 
with applicant's arguments as the applied reference(s) provide more than adequate support and to further clarify (see the comments in this 
section and Final Action mailed on 13 April 2007). 

In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references 
individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413. 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); 
In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091 , 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 

Regarding applicant's argument of claims 1, 30, and 36 on pg. 15, 2"** paragraph, "...an active message gateway that creates active 
messages containing active message scripts for applications that are transmitted to and installed on the digital cellular telephone...", the 
Examiner respectfully disagrees. Applicant has failed to appreciate the combination of well-known prior art Alanara and Zhang that clearly 
discloses the claimed features as would be clearly recognized by one of ordinary skill in the art. In particular, Alanara discloses the 
feature an active message gateway (SERV GTW) creates active messages containing active message scripts for applications that are 
transmitted to and installed on the digital cellular telephone (1) (see col. 10, lines 33'38.60-62). where additional applications and services 
can be provided over the air. Therefore, Alanara and Zhang more than adequately meets the claim limitations. 

Regarding claims 3-29. 31-35, and 37-50. the claims are addressed for the same reasons as set forth above and as applied in each claim 
rejection of the Final Action. 
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
